The feet that ttte martcet price of

The liquidation from 
this Rource represents so many 
fo(;i print." of the bonda in pa.'<Rage 
from the hands of the weak to 
the strong, and every sale that 
takes place on the Iraard emanat- 
ing from this source Is one step 
nearer to a solid market for Lib- 
erty Loana, since it is a well- 
known characterlstio of those 
who buy in a declining market .to 
hold either for permanent inTest- 
ment or for so snbetantial a rise 
that they are amply compensated 
for their eany.

I am a yonng farmer who has taken 

(harse of a stock farm In southern 
Arkansas. There is plenty mast and 
wild RMss here to keen a onnimon lioR 
alive, but to raise hogs successfully 
one mnst grow pasture and feed crops. 

We have a line herd of Duroca and 
And it a great saving in both feed and 
labor to raise plenty pasture. Rape Is 
the quickest paslure \vc can grow and 
combined with a little grain makes 
pigs grow rapidly. In this locality 
rape can be grown in both spring and 
tall. We are now starting to psature 
t patch sown August 20 that is eight- 
een to twenty-four inches high. With 
corn arpund $1.75 per bushel, shorts 
and. tankage almost unobtainable, a 
rape pastufo la a great money saver 
and'i* a etop that ptrta the profit in 
hop raising. 

We also ptaet rye. whldi is another 
line pasture crop. It romcs in nfter 
oar rape Is eibausted in the late fall, 
and will last. If not pastnrad too heav- 
yy, til! we have spring rape. A few 
seres of rye planted on good ground 
roiiveiiient to the lioe lot Ih extra fine 
to let young fall pigs graze on throuRh 
the winter This will give them a good 
appetite, keep them sleek, and save a 

A looll saaner peetnre crop is oow- 
paesrbnt hogs don't care extra wtach 
for them unless forced to eat them. 
When hogs are pastured on cowpeas 
they need'kn extra amount of water. 

But if jron want to see those pigs 
and packers grow, Jnst turn them in 
a peaant peteh. We have thirtr ehoats 
weighing around aai hundred pounds 
each on four acres of peanuts and 
they sure are sleek. We have mov- 
able 'fences and pasture a par* at a 
time.

Order No. 2495 ot the Telephone 

and Telegrpha AdminiaUration Isanad 
by the I'ust Master Qeneral at Wash- 
ington December 13tb, a new toll rate 
is ordered effective January 21, 1919.
